The recent promotion of Major Goldsmid to a Lieutenant Colonelcy, the first 
time, we believe that a professing Jew has attained the rank in the regular army, 
reminds us of attacks which in connection with their military obligations have 
recently been made on the Jews of Germany. The assailants find it convenient 
to ignore history. Without taking into consideration the bravery displayed by 
the Jews in the Franco-Prussian war we may go back to a period when 
they were not yet possessed of those civil and political rights it is their privilege 
now to enjoy. The “ Denkschrift zu der den vereinigton Langtag vorgelegten 
Verordaung,” respecting the bearing of Jews in the army in 1847, mentions that 
the first private soldier who received the Iron Cross was a Jew, and that among 
tho Berlin Jewish Volunteers there were one Lieutenant aad five Sub-Lieutenants 
who received the highest honours owing to their valour. Un this account, too, 
several Jews were promoted to the grade of officers. Among the Knights of the 
Iron Cross of the years 1813—1815 there were a considerable number of Jews, 
and when the late King William summoned to Berlin in 1863, on the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the iss uing of the ‘* Appeal to the People,” all the sarviving Knights

chroniqeur announces that every Jewish family has subscribed to the work, the 
number of copies thus secured by each Jew varying from one to two 
hundred and fifty. This action, we are further told, is regarded as a hostile 
manifestation against the existing régime, and it is probable, therefore, that 
when the book appears it will be seized by the police The whole affair 
would be laughab!e, were it not that the poisonous trash written by the anti- 
Jewish scribes often has the desired effect on the readers whom they seek to delude 


Some months ago we quoted from a provincial Prussian paper a paragraph 
in which the admirable behaviour of a Jewish creditor towards a Christian debtor, 
who had been ruined by the inundations, was contrasted with that of Christians 
towards their own coreligionists. A companion picture is furnished by an 
Austrian journal. At Florisdorf, the house and other property of a Christian 
inhabitant were seized by his creditors and sold. The purchaser of the house was 
a’ Christian, to whom the original owner appealed not to compel his 
aged mother to quit the home ia which she had lived from early childhood. 
“ What do I care about your mother” ? was the reply. A little later the house was 
sold to a Jew, Herr Adolf Redlich, and the former occupier mado a similar 
application to the new propristor. In this instance he was more successful 
Herr Redlich, in the most generous manner, promised that he would allow the 
old woman to reside in the house rent free for ten years. He would not have it 
on his conscience, the Jewish owner declared, that he should indirectly be the 
cause of her death.

With 
what joy and satisfaction did I hail the good work of Mr. Samuel M ontagu, M.P., 
in establishing the Federation of the Minor Synagogues, and I predicted at once 
that this gentleman, with his unrivalled knowledge of the East London Jewry 
has grappled with the root of the evil, 
I would cordially recommend to the notice of Mr, Cohen and bis 
supporters the words in your leading article of the 10th of August 
“Take the Chevras by the hand and not by the throat.” If taken 
by the hand, I at least hope that several of the smaller’ and less 
prosperous Chevras could be amalgamated with larger and better ones, and it is in 
such good work that I consider Mr. Cohen's tact and infiuence would be better 
employed to the mutual advantages of the Chevras and the improvea ent cf the 
community. I will take my own synagogue as an example, I venture to assert that 
the Spital Square Synagogue will bear every examination.

THE KING OF ITALY ON JEWIsil PATRIOTISM. 
King Humbert, in the course of a journey he made through various parts of 
his Kingdom, received a number of Jewish deputations. At Cesena his Majesty 


noticed several veterans who had fought under Garibaldi on many a battle 
field for Italy’s liberty, and who wore on their breasts the Grand Cross of Valour. 
Alluding to these facts, the King remarked to the members of the deputation : 

My renowned father entertained for his Jewish subjects particular esteem and 
affection. And they well deserve it, for in the golden book of our campaign for 
liberty we meet with the names of hondreds of Jewish heroes, who offered up 
their blood and their weans for our cause. : 

__ The King invariably took leave of his Jewish visitors by handing them generous 
gifis for the poor of their respective congregations, 

The Duke d’ Aosta, brother of the King, in thanking a Jewish deputation from 
Turin for their congra‘ ulations on his marriage, also took occasion to refer to the high 
opinion in which the the royal house held the Jews. His Royal Highness turning 
to Spanish effairs (he having been for some time King of Spain) expressed his 
deep regret that that unfortuvate country should bave cut off its right arm when 
through religious fanaticism it expelled its most industrious and able citizans, 


the Jews. When I was in Spain, added the Duke, [ could still see the traces of this gross 


blunder. Spain still euffers from it, and who knows whether the rac gre will ever | 
again rise from its present condition. With the Jews commerce and industry dis- 
appeared, and from that time dates the political and material decline of Spain. 


GREAT Rev. 8, Singer delivered a sermon in this Synagogue 
on the Sabbath of the Festival by special invitation. His text was taken from 
Psalm xvi, 8, “IT have set the Lo:d continually before me."" The Synagogue was 
densely crowded in every part, The discourse was an earnest exhortation to the 
steadfast pursuit of high ideal in life.

Toe tendency was manifested to rely far too much upon those who were consido od 
representative mea in Israel, Every Israelite was representative of the rest. It 
was not only upon the members of the community who were more prom'neaotly 
in the public eye that the character of the Jew and the hohour of Judaism dep nded. 
not oaly upon the membe of Parliamentant the great morcha.t', manufacturers, 
bankers and distinguishe1 professional inea among us, but upoa the * machinist” 
and the boot-riveter, the hawker ani the day labourer, the milliner and th» buattoa- 
hole haud. Indeed it would not be tov much to say that at the present moment the 
credit of the Jewish name depended more upon the Jewish poor than upon tie 
Jewish millionaires. A thousand eyes, friendly and unfriendly, were fix d upon 
them. A thousand hands were r.ady to point in bitter contempt or threatening 
anger, to every sore in our community ; to the man who sought to grow rich 
quickly by sucking the life-blood of the poor; to the thriftless idler who eceins 
but to cumber the earth; to the gambler, who once was shut ou; from the higher 


privileges of Jewish life, Sw PPIDY PRY syndy ; to the 
young men who, in the pursuit of degrading pleasures, wasted their strength and 
ruined their future ; to the young womes, who were not always so mindfal as they 
should be of what the honour of Jewish womanho d demanded from them, “ One 
sinner can des'roy much good,’ and “a little folly will often outweigh wisdom aud 
honour,” said Ecclesiasts, Uf they felt that these things touched them closely ; if 
they would guard againss perils that never were so threateniug in this couatry 
before ; if they would be free of a!l fear of man and of all fear of tha futare, let

A NoraBLe SuccAu.— Mr. D. Polck Daniels, a warden of the Jewish congr - 
gation in the Hagae,anda member of the municipa'ity aud of the County Council 
for South Holland, is the owner of one of the handsomost Sucvahs thas hai ever 
been built, This Suecah, which stands in the spacious gardea in his residence in 
the Spuistraat, was buils thirty-s»ven years ago by Mr, Danivls father-in-law, It 
is almost square, and constructed of wood asd paintel glas., Cho internal devora- 
tions are extremely handsome and tasteful, the prevailing colour being light blue. 
The coloured glass is very fine. The Succah is so constructed that when taken to 
pieces the panels of two of the sides form a box in which all the other parts are 
deposited, There is an interesting episode in connection with this Succah, the fame 
of which has spread beyoud the confiues of the Hague. During the lifetime of the 
late Queen of Holland this Succah was meationed at Her Majosty's dinner table, 
Queen Sophia was well versed in Jewish history and observances, and she expressod 
a wish to see Mr, Daniels’s Succah, it being then the Feast of labernacles, The 
request was of course complied with, and on the following afternoon the Queen =

.Tuart the Jews are a gregarious people is a fact that has often been observed, 


It is a fact of which every class among the race supplies illustrations, Not, 
only the poor, but the we'l- to-do also, evince an almost unconquerable tendency 
to gravitate towards their brethren in faith. Everyone knows how the centri- 
petal force acting upon the Russo-Jewish immigrant has turned cerlain 
streets in the Commercial Road into Polish villages, and altered the face of 
the East’ End generally. The selfsame influence is at work in more fashion- 


| able neighbourhoods. Islington and Maida Hill and even aristocratic Bays. 


water have long possessed streets and squares where Jews most do co- 
gregate, and even newer districts, like St. John’s Wood and Hampstead, ae 
already showing unmistakable signs of the same process of segregation, Nor 
is it a new process.

Nor is it matter for serious objection 


wthivking denizen of the East End believe in the face of such facts but 


THE REV. 8. SINGER ON READING THE PROPHETS IN SYNAGOGUE.

In the course of his sermon on the first ‘day of the Festival at the New West 
Kad Synagogue the Rev. 8. Singer, whé spoke of the command ordaining the 
Reading of the Law in the hearing of the people on the Feast of Tabernacles i the 
year of release (Deut. xxxi.), remarked, that wo were apt to forget that although 
the Pentateuch was the root and foundation of the Scriptures, it did not constitute 
the whole of the Bible. Of the larger portion of our sacred literature, of its 

thoughts that breathe and words that burn,” of its graphic chapters in the 
early history of our nation, of the utterances of the men whose souls were aglow 
for the living God, of their worss of sober wisdom and devout aspiration, of all this, 
with the exception ofa fractional part, insignificant in comparison with the rest, 
we were almost entirely ignorant, and cartainly more ignorant, however humilia- 
ting the confession must be, than our neighbours who had inherited the Bible from 
us. True, we ought to read the Bible at home. Bat didwe? And ander any cir- 
cumstances, the synagogue was the proper place where we should be made acquainted 
with, even if we could nos be put in full possession of, the whole wealth of our 
spiritual heritage. Why then should we notin roduce into our Sabbath and Fes- 
tival services the rea ing in the Baglish language of prssazes from th neglected 
Scriptur s ani“ mike the lips of them that sleep speak again " tous? Without dis- 
pene the Hebrew language as tho medium of any part of our ancient ritual, 

oglish might be usd with perfect propriety for the purpose he had indicated. Was 
not the sermon in English? And was there any sermon from living men that was 
likely to approa:h ever so remotely to those of Isaiah and Ezekiel, of David and 
Solomon, of Job and Micah? Or was there any form of speech that they could employ 
worthy to be compared for d'gnity and beauty to that well of English undefiled, 
the English Bible?) In all this there was nothing contrary to the spirit of the 
injunction contained in the text. If Moses commanded the public recital of the 
Law only, he did 8» obviously because no other inspired writings existed in his time 
but the Law. Bat the collection grew ani took up fresh materials during some ten 
centuries after the death of the Lawgiver, and this vast treasure of religious thought 
and experience remained ea'tirely neglected under our own hands. ! 

The institution of the Haphtorah was io its way instructive on this point. The 
old account of the origin of the Haphtorah was now generally rejected by scholars, 
who feit that the Syrian pe-recutors of our fatbera, in their efforts to crush out 
the faith of Israel, were not likely t» mak» any fine distinctions between the books 
of Moses aud those of his saccess ors, written, as they were, in thesame spirit ; and 
the oxplanation that very widely commended i self was, that it was by way of pro- 
test against the doctrine of the Samaritans and the Sidducees, who acknowledged 
no part of the Scriptures as i-spired outside the Torah, that selections were made 
of sume pas-ages from the historical and prophetical books, so that these might be 
ins ated in their rightfal pos tion, A similar motive might surely justify us in 
introducing farther appropriate and edifying passages from thos) books into our 
service, Jaticiorsly selected, they woild form an im nense improvemen: in our 
form of service which, throush the lack of som2.elem nts of variation, hala ten- 
dency to beco1e mechanical; they would supply an aid to devotion of incalculable 
value ; and when one considered that there were parts of the Prayer Book cm-

FUNERAL OF THE GRAND RABBI OF FRANCE

The funcral of the late M. Isidor, Grand Rabbi of France, took place on 


Wednesday, the 19th inst. On the evening after his death the body was removed ° 


from Montmorency, where he died, to his Paris residence, 12, Place des Vosges: 
As the family issued no “ lettres de faire part ” admission to the Temple in the 
Rue de la Victoire, where the first portion of the funeral ceremony was per- 
formed, could only be had by ticket. In the case of ladies, however, no such 
restriction was made. 

Tho splendid Temple, filed by an immense number of persons in deep 
mourning, presented a sombre appearance. ‘The whole interior, as also the 


exterior of the building was draped in black cloth, relieved by silver stars. Tho | 


seat occupied by the deceased was draped in black, and the pulpit was similarly 
treated. Atten o'clock ia the morning the plain coflia, covered with a black 
velvet pall, was carried into the Temple and placed before the Ark. Not a single 
wreath was placed on the coffia ; on the pall were only to be seen the Order of 
the Legion of Honour, of which M. [sidor had been an Officer. The service com 
menced with an oration delivered by M. Zidoc Kahn, Grand Rabbi of Paris, in 
which the eloquent preacher reminded his auditory of the claims which the 
departed had on the gratitade of the Jewish community. M, Tsidor, who had 
been very popular in all classes of Jewish society, had himself visited the 


poor, of whom he was ever a true friend and comforter. 


M. Berr, Cantor of the Temple, next chaunted a Psilm ; and another short 
eulogy was pronounced by M. Meyer, amember of the Parisian Rabbiaate. The 
Grand Rabbi of Paris then recited the ordiaary prayers for the dead, and with 
this the function in the synagogue came to a close. The coffin was then placed 
inthe bearse which was ornamentally draped, and the long cortéze proceeded on 
its way to the Pére Lachaise Cemetery. ‘Tas route of the procession was along 
the Grand Boulevards, where largs crowds bad congregated to witness the spec 
tacle. On each side of the hearse walked students of the Seminaire L[sraélite! 
The chief mournér was M. Ernest Isidor, son of the late Grand Rabbi, and in 
the representative gathering were MVE. de Rothschild, Michel Heine, Camondo, 
Péreire, Dalsace, Cahen, Germain Do Worms, Kahn, Kosnigswarter, Klein, 
Lune}, Sterna, Ephrussi, Bloch, Halphen, Meyer, Alphonse Milland, Edmond Mil- 
laud, Oppenheim, Calinann Lévy, and others. 

At the Cemetery, after the rezital of some Psaling, Baron Alphonse do 
Rothschild, President of the Consistoire Central dos [sradlites de Frange, briefly 
spoke of the loss which the d-ath of the Grand Kabbi had caused to Judaism. 
Rabbi Meyer delivered another address, but while he was speaking of the good 
qualities of the deceased he burst into tears and was unable to continue his 
remarks. Grand Rabbi Lévy of Bordeaux, in the name of the Consistory of the 
(tironde, also pr nounced an oration, dwelling particularly on the modesty and 
simplicity of the departed Grand Kabbi. M, Kanoui, on vehalf of the Rabbinate 
of Algeria, spoke of M. [sidor's pastoral activity, and the last address was deli- 
vered by a representative of the Alliance Israclite Universelle, of which M, 
Isidor was Honorary President, The coflia was then lowerel into the family 
vault, and with the recital of Kaddish the ceremony concluded.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. | 
The Archduke Charles Louis, as patron of the Austrian section of the Inter- 
national Exhibition at Barcelona, has appointed a jury consisting of fifteen members. 
No less than eight of these jurors are Jews, 
At the request of the President of the Jewish congregation at Baden (near 


Vienna) the municipality of that town placed a public hall at the disposal of the 


congregation during the recent festivals for purposes of public worship. 


BULGARIA. 

The Jewish community ia Samacoff has happily escaped from considerable 
danger arising out of the stupid blood accusation. A Bulgarian youth having dis- 
appeared was found on the third day ina state of complete prostration, having been 
stabbed in several places. On being asked how he came by these injuries he alleged 
that he bad been captured by some Jews, who hid him in a cave, where they cut him 
about and then drank the blood which flowed from his wouvds. In the absence of 
the sub«Prefect the youth was brought before a magistrate, who ordered an inquiry 
which brought to light some curious facts. The whole affair was the result ofa 


_ conspiracy entered into by two persons who had carefully laid their plans. By 


means of alternate threats and gifts they had trained the boy t» play the role tacy 

destined for him, and had even compelled him to inflict on himself the injuries ot which 

he bad ‘charged Jews as being the authors. Unfortunately nothing has been 

done to the twu ecoundrels, who now opevly threaten the Jews with fresh outrages, 
EGYPT. 

Dr, Gregory d’Arbella, physician of the Rishon Lezion Colony in Palestine, 
has visited Alexandria for the purpose of handing to the Khedive the letter which 
he was charged to transmit to his Highness by the Sultan of Zanzibar, to whose 
household he was for many years attached as doctor, The Khedive gave a cordial 
reception to Dr. d’Arbella on whom he cenferred the title of Bey. 


GERMANY, . 

Kéoigsberg has sustained a heavy loss by the death of Privy Councillor Simon, 
head of one of the greatest commercial houses in Germany, Since 1854, Herr Simon 
has been President of the Jewish community in Kénigsberg. He was also for many 
years President of the local Municipal Council and of the Chamber of Commerce. 
He has left 500,000 marks to the town, and 300,000 marks to its Jewish charitable 
institutions. | 

The Jewish community at Konigshiitte, in fulfilment of a promise made some 
time ago, has granted a contribution from its funds tothe Roman Catholic Orphan 
Asylum now being erected in that town. | 

‘The Emperor William, as King of Prussia, has conferred the Order of the Red 
Eagle on several representatives Jews in Berlin, Posea and other parts of the 
kingdom. 

The windows of the synagogue at Dortmund have been wantoaly destroyed by 
stones which were thrown at them, Dortmund is a hotbed of anti-Semites. 

The Prince Regent of Bavaria visited the synagogue at Kaiserslautern last week.

BURY ST. EDMUND'S AND THE JEWS. 


It is rarely that we have so complete an account of the mediaval Jews in 
any English town as we have for Bury St. Edmund's. Their relations with the 
town and Abbey were short and by no means sweet, and we have those relations 
told us by one of the most grapbic of the monkish chroniclers. The keen eye 
of Carlyle caught the power and Boswellian fidelity of Jocelin de Brakelond’s 
Chronica published by the Camden Society in 1840, and he made it the basis 
of his Past and Present. The book tells of the deeds of Abbot Sampson, and is 
written by a great admirer of the Abbot, a fact that has to be borne in mind in 
rcading his statements. For, as we shall see, the Jews played an important part 
in the election of an abbot, and they were not on Sampson’s side in the contest, a 
fact he probably bore in mind in getting them expelled in 1299. At the same 
{ime it must be owned the necessity existed that the facilities for borrowing 


money should be removed ; the officials had abused the privilege to a largo | 


extent, as is shown by the opening passages of the Chronicle. 
HOW THE ABBEY OF 8T. EDMUND'S BECAME IN DEBT TO THE JEWS, 


Joc. de Brakelond, pp. 1, 2, 4. : 


But things outside were badly handled, since each one, serving under a master 
simple-minded and now growing old, did as it liked, not as it bessemed him. The 


homesteads and all the hundreds of the abbot were given out to farm; the wood, 


were cut down, the manor houses went to ruio ; all things got into a worse condi, 
tion from day to day. There was only one solace and remedy for the Abbot—to 
borrow money, 80 that at least he might keep up the honour of his house. Not an 
Easter or Michaelmas term for eight years before his death but a hundred or two 
hundred pounds were added to the debt. The deeds were always being renowed, 
and the usury that accrued was changed into a capital charge. This complaint 
spread from the head to the limbs, from the prelate to his subjects. Hence it came 
to pass that each obedientary had his own seal and got into debt with Christians as 
well as Jews at his own pleasure, The silk cups and gold goblets and other orna.

thereof. I saw too auother deed made out to Isaac, son of Rabe Joce, of four 
hundred pounds, but I kaow not why. I saw also a third deed made out to Benedict 
Jew of Norwich, of eight hundred pounds and eighty, and this was the origia and 
cause of that debt. Our hall was destroyed and William the Sacristan had it to 
restore, willy-nilly, and he secredly borrowed on usuery forty marks from Benedict 
the Jew, and made over to him a deed signed with a seal that used to hang by the 
window of St, Edmuad, and by it gilds ani fraternities ussd to ba sealed, but after- 


wards, though too late, it was broken up to the joy of the wholeconvent. But when » 


the debt had come to one hundred pounds the Jew came bearing the letters of our 
Lord the King about the Sasristan’s debt, and then at last was made clear what had 
escaped the Abbot and the Convent. But the Abbot in wrath wishel to depose the 
Sacristan, producing the privilege of our Lord the Pope, that he could depose 
William his sacristan whenever he wou'd. Bat a certain one came to the Abbot and 
speaking for the sacristan, so got round the Abbot that he allowed a deed to be 
made out to Benedict the Jew for four hundrel pounds t> be paid at the end of four 
years, i.¢., fora hundred pounds, which had now grown by usury, and another hun- 
dred, with which the Jew accommodated the sacristan for the needs of the Abbot. 
And the sacristan undertook to retarn the whole of that debt in full chapter, and 
a deed was made, signed with the seal of the convent, the abbot pretending and not 
affixing his seal, as if that seal did not apply to hin. Bat at the ead of four years 


t hero were no means of paying that debt, and a new deed was maie of eight hun- 


dred pounds payable at the fixed dates, fourscore pounds per annum, And thesame 
Jew had also several other deeds for smaller debts, and another deed fourteen years 
old, so that the sum owed to that Jew was twelve huadred pounds besides the 
usuery that had accrue}, [The whole revenue of the AbSey was £325 123, 41. | 


In those days the cellarer, like the rest of the officials, borrowed money from 
Turnit, the Jew [of Norwich], without permission of the convent, on adeed signed 
with the seal aforementioned.
